written. The vertue of Celidone and Maſtick, by the nature 
whichthey haue of Jupiter and Adars, purge the humour 
melancholike,or elſe by the Starte called the Lyons heart, 
or Starre Royall. The Top«s and the Truffle , haue power 
of Chaſtitie, and to ſubdue the fleſh , and to make them 
lightſome which bearethe ; & this vertue they haue by the 
nature of Mars & Venus, or of the Starre called Alpbeta, 
or Crowne ſeptentrionall. The Amatiſt, and the hearbe

and eſpecially things white, and green, and of metalles, o- 
ver ſiluer: and for this cauſe the trees, in the increaſe and 
decreaſe of the Moone, to ſhead out, and alſo reſtrain their 
force or humortalſo all Birds which hue in riuers and wa- 
trie places be ſubiect vnto the Moone, And likewiſe the 
Camelion, whoſe property is, to change and alter her co- 
lout, according vnto thething that is next vnto it. There. 
be many other properties very gteat and maruelous, and 
many excellent qualities which the Planets & principall 
Starres, being in the Circles of Heauen do giue & diſpoſe 
vnto the inferiour — in ordet, by the wil of GOD the 
creator, vhich we may ſpeałe ot, and recite (after the great 
Author: of the which I haue takentheſc, Pliny, 1 Aviffocles 
Albert the great Soline, Mela, ꝗtrabon, Elian, and others, as 
well auntient, as for our time, which have writtenas well of 
thenatureof things as of Regions, and of the ſcituations of 
places) but that I teare wee ſhould ſtay too long ouer this 
matter. Alſo the arntient Philoſophers and Aſtrologians

and that is the cauſe why thereis diſcord oraccord inthe 
figures of Geomayer, which obtain & haue ſiguification as 
is largely ſnewed by al this Book: which thing being thus, 
wemuſt of neceſſity conclude & ſay, that thoſe things that 
be vnder the order and gouernment of theſe ſtarres or Pla- 
nets, muſt by naturall inclination be friendes or foes vnto 
thoſe that be vnder ſubiection of another Planet or Signe, 
or Conſtellation, according to the conformitie or enmitie 
which is betwene the Starres gouerning thoſe things. And 
this enmity is greater & more ſtronger when between the 
natures and qualities of the Planets io whom they be ſub. 
iect, there is a great repugnancie. And contrariwiſe, the a- 
mitie is the beiter, when the conformity is great amongſt 
the Planets: all which thing extendeth aſwell vnto man as 
beaſt. True it is, that men being of a francke and liberall 
wil, although they feele inthemſelues this repugnance and 
inclination, they may by grace withſtand it. But Beaſtes 
whichbedepriued & exempted out of this priuiledge, they 
yeeld them(:lues to be gouerned by the naturall iuclinati- 
on, and put the ſame in effect as much as they can: and the 
like do herbe: & plants. As touching the amitie and good 
will which isamongſt men, the Aſtrologians doe ſay, y ea 
Prolomy their Prince, that ihoſe men, which in the time of 
their natiuitie haue one very ſigne for their aſcendent,thal 
willingly loue together. And likewiſe thoſe which haue © 
and) in one ſigne wil loue together. They further ſay, that 
thoſe u hich haue one very ſigne for gonernor in their na- 
tiuiticꝰthat ingendreth between them a naturall loue, and 
conformitie of nature. And although that this be one veric 
Planet; it is alſo ſufficient if there were two» ſo that they 
were fricds, & not foes, or cls be in one good aſpect: which 
thing vou may know, in making the figure ofthe natiuitie 
of the one andofthe other. And this alſo maketh much to 
their conformitie, thatis, if that the parte of Fortune bce in 
one Signe or Houſe, and that the Houſe or Signe where c 
ſhalbe in the natiuitie of the one, be in good aſpect to the o- 
ther: for according as they haue more or leſſe of theſe con-

ditions, ſo ſhall the the naturall loue be more or leſſe t

for that in their nativities their ſignes aſcendants ete cõ- 
trarie in quality, & of contrarie triplicitie, andche planets 
Lords of their na irities, cõtraries & enemies as © & Din 
& diuers ſigns, & that they ofthe one natiuitie behold the 
other by an ill aſpect: tor theſe things & others which we 
cã declare, are the cauſe that one miſceing another in plea- 
{ure or hie diſpleaſureſ(as it appears in — two me play, 
diſpute or fight together) that then a man being no more 
boudento the one the to the other, neither knowing who 
they beſtanding by, willbe more affectionated to the one 
then to the other. Here behold( gentle Reader) what Ihaue 
ſaid of the vertues & properties which the influence of the 
ſtars do giue to the interior things: to giue, yea tv vnderſtad 
how much Aſtrologie is to be praiſed, & conſequently her 
daughter which is Geomaney, if it be well taken & vnder- 
ſte od, ar d practiſed to the verie purpoſe and end that it 
waz inuented in olde time: & by this meanes how be thoſe 
to be reiefted which eſteeme not this affinitie & influence 
which the ſuperior lights caſtto the inferior things in them 
ſeluet, not conſidering the law of nature whicht 9 
& continually do proue worthy by this meanes, to bee vt · 
te rly deprived of al light, for ſomuch as al this doth but ad- 
moniſh vs of God, & of the immortalitie of ſoules. For it ci - 
not be, but that the vnderſtanding of man muſt think, that * 
there is ſome prouidtce which gouerns all things when it 
hath reſpett to the ordained courſe: & the lawes of theſe 
great Orbes & Stars , and which beleeueth not that thoſe 
influcnces, forces, and effects and properties, cannot be, nor 
ſtand caſually, or by any other force then oy the diuine pro» 
uidence. Toconclude, Ideſire you to hold me excuſed. if I 
haue ſtayed tos long for the thin? it ſelfe doth 10 require,

| ning of the figure well and diligently, 

which hath beene made vpon each de- 

maund that hath beene made, ſollowing the rules which wee 

will put hereafter, We will therefore now deuide this worke 
mto three Bookes, 

In the firſt whereof ſhall be one ly treated, of the nature 
and qualitic ofthis Arte, and for what intent and profit it 
was inuented in the olde time, and vnto what part of Philo- 
ſophic it may be attributed, aud how it mult be formed and 
practiſed. 

In the ſecond booke ſhall be treated of the twelue houſes 
of lieauen, and what ſignifications the figures haue in them, 
with other diſcourſes appertauung to the ſaid houſes. 

In the third ſhall be ſie ed the manner how to iudgethe 
figures, follow ing the demaunds & queſtions for the which 
they were made. And we will put ſome figures for the exam- 

ple and manner how to practiſe this Arte,which haue bene 
made and wmdged by vs for thetime that wee were deſired & 
pray ed to make them, by ſome of our maiſters & friends. 
And ſo, he that wil in way of paſtime & recteatiõ giue him- 
ſell to the knowledge of this ſcience,way therby more calier 
cõprehend the ſame, then if they were treated ot in a booke, 

Bat i there be any perſon ol fo perverſe & corrupt iudge- 
ment which wil ſay, thatthis Science is ill, and for that cauſe 
ought to be prohibited, forbidden, & reiected from among ſt 
men as a thing pernicious and damnable, and treating of di- 

uination, Ideſire him not to iudge ſo lightly of Sciences 
( which I call not tooliſhly and raſſilye) beſore that hee 
haue frit read ouer this worke, and then (as] thuke) 
hee ſhall know his fault: for this Science is, no Arce 
of Inchantrie, as ſome may ſuppoſe it to bee, or of 

C diuulation, 


of divination, which is made by Diabolike invocation, but 
it is apatt ot naturall Magickecalled of many worthie meu, 
the daughter of Aſtrologie, and the abreuiation thereof. And 
S. Them uof Aquin: himſelfe, a Doctour of the church of no 
{mall eſtimation, ſaith in his Qielaibet, that it may bee a lmit- 
ted, becauſe it doth participate with Aſtrologie, and is called 
her daughter. And lat the pt ayer and requeſt of m/ Lord 
Thsit, a great fauourer of this — „being his ſouldier and 
ſeruant: to doe him pleaſure, compiled this worke for his 
purpoſe, or for kim to beſto y at his pleaſure. Not for that I 
would that he or any other ſhould give credit vnto it, as vnto 
an vndoubted certaintic , but to giue yato good ſpicits an at- 
gument to paſtime and recreation in matters of earneſt: andit 
cannot bee praiſed but with diligence of ſpirit, and no ſmall 
inuention, for the Science of Aſtrologie, and others whichare 
treated of in the ſame, and thoſe which will meddle with this 
Arte, muſt haue ſome fight in them, To conclude, Thope(by 
the helpe of God) that cortly aft-r that this worke CODE I 
will ſet out two othergthe one of Phiſiognomie, and the other of 
Chiromancie, alwaies to giue ſome occaſion to the wittie ſpi- 
rits, to be exerciſed in ſomthing courteous and gentle. 

But as touching Geowencie, amongſt all choſe which have 
written thereof, as the [ndianry/ haldeans, Hebrewes, Arahians, 
Gre etes, Egiptiant,and Latines,l finde none t ich be of im pore 
tance but three, which be amongſt men at this diy: one made 
by the [nds um beginning thus, E/timawerunt In ii, the other by 
the Hebrewer beginning thus, Ha v-en:ftre,and the third made 
by a Latine Author named B wiholomw de Pine. lu fine (gentle 
Reader) if you finde any faultes in this my Booke, I pray you 
thinke that we be all but men. and therchy may etre: and that 
in long workes as this is, The which (iI may franckly ſpeake 
it) is a little too high for my capacitie being but little practiſed 
in good Sciences, due andrequiſit vnt » him which would treate

He nature ol this Arte and his cence,is none ofter thing, 

but the cogitation of the heart of the perſen, and the will to 
know the thing vncertame: oz to tell moze truer, it is the pꝛoper 
and natur all moomi:g of the bodies ſuperiall and celeſtiall. As 
to the end and intention thereok it is to take counſelland adulſe, 
as well of thinges publlic as pʒiuate, and the pzofit which tom · 
meth thereof, is to now and to haue vnderſtanding of things 
doudtiull and vncertzine. Foz of thinges cet tatne there needeth 
not aup doubt, queſtion oꝛ demannd. Cs arte ts alſo ( as 
we haue alreadie touched) put and numbꝛed amongſt the parts 
of Philoſophie: fo2 Philoſophie is none other thing but a know 
ledge and loue of Science, and therefoze it is not to bee diſpiſed oz 
reieged, as ſme ignoꝛant dul headed andraſh men will lav, and 
ſtan tilt. Foz as Ariſtotle ſaith, Omnibus ſcientia eſt de ge- 
nere bonorum, that is, all kuowledge is of the number of 


good thinges : and this was inuented to know vpon a ſuddamm, 


all thinges,paſf,p2cſent and to come, becauſe that by viſtrolegy 


thinges cannot bee knowne and vnder ſtood but with great 
pame and difficultie, and long ſpace of time, as well ſoz the 


inſtruments which be requiſtte thereunto, ds the Aſtrolode the 
Quadꝛan oz Dyall, anda great number of bockes, which by the 
want and lacke of the ſunne many times darkned and not cait- 
ing his beames vppon the earth by reaſon ofthe crhalations and 
vapozs thereof which hinder his iighr, beſides the diff cultie and 
labour to reckon the houres, minutes and points. But as foꝛ this 
Science it needs not io much pain, noꝛ to ſcarchſo many things 
on ſuch wiſe,that at what time oꝛ houre a mai wil de map pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe this Arte, wherefoze it is called the Daughter of Aſtrolo⸗ 
gie.

the material vertue 4 naturall cõmixion of the ſaid elements, 
the which elements be foure in number, hauing as much of p 
firſt qualities, which obtaine, and haue vnder thoſe elements 
the gouernment and dominion, that is toſay,hot, moiff,colde, 
and dꝛie, and haue beſides theſe qualities ſuch a combination 
with the ſald Elements, that hot 4 dꝛie bee appꝛopꝛiated vnto 
the fire: hot and moiſt to the ay2e:cold and moiſt to the water, 
colde and d2ie to the earth. Although that the heate do erceed 
in the Element of the Fire, and moiſtnes of the ayze, coldnes 
in the Mater, and dꝛynes in the Earth, which bee called the 
qualities palliue, betauſe they be contrarie one to another, and 
cannot conſiſt in one verie Element. And that is the cauſe that 
the Fire, UUater,ay2e and Earth, be Eelements ene contrary 
fo another. The fire, as amongſt all the other Clements 
molt rare and light, dooth obtaine amongſt themthe higheſt 
place euironing the other thꝛee on all parts : vnder the which, 

the ayzemo2eheame then he. but lighter then the other is pla⸗ 
ced immediately enuixoning with a round Globe comming of 
the water and earth. Mithin the which ayꝛe the Matet hath 
his place, fozſomuch as the water is moze heauiex then the 


lire and apꝛe, but not ſo heauic as the earth, the which fo2 his 


heauineſſe reſteth in one lump in the middeſt of all the others, 
and is compaſſed about on all ſides with Mater, which Was 
ter dooth ſpꝛead vppon it in many places.and limitteth of his 
tearmes and toaſts appointed by the pzouiflon of God, manys 
parts of the earth being diſcouered t open fo2 the healthful ha⸗ 
bitation of thoſe which liue vpon the ſame. The fte is an Ele⸗ 
ment which gineth light ouer all the woꝛld, beeing a thing vn; 
known ſecret. When he is alone ,$ ſeperated from the other

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taking and holding on euerie thing which commeth neere vnto 
it of what nature 02 qualitie ſoeuer it be. Ye is renuing of na- 
ture and goeth ſubtillye, and greweth ſecretly and alwaies in 
mooning doth catch on althings, and cannot be taken being vn 
palpable and rich in all and by al, on ſuch wiſe, (as Plinie ſaith) 
that he is alone, e goeth by al. Ye is in heauen inbzightnes x 
clearenes,in hell foꝛ paines and darknes, and in the middle hee 
both take part of both. Me is one in himſelfe,andmany be in 
his communication and deuiſion; fo that in many things there 
be diuers Fiers. Me is alſo lound in all the other thzee Ele- 
ments. Fir in earth foznouriſhing therein, and eating deepe 
downward: we ſeeſmoke comming out from it, as in knosking 
two ſtones and limes together with an yꝛon, thereof cammeth 
Fire , Mes is alſo in water which appeareth by the pits and 
kountainea, which be alſo found warme · The Seas alfs being 
troubled with windes,dsth become warme · Me is alſo in the 
ape, ſoꝛ we doe many times ſee and feele it warme: he is like⸗ 
wiſe in things hauing life, vegetiue oꝛ ſenſitive.

You muſt knowe , that there is nothing in this wozld, 
bnt that it is conpounded of theſe foure Elements. Stones 
beofthe Earth, and take moze of her nature then of the other 
Elements.

Plants, heatbes, 
al lining things take moze parte of the Aire then of the other 
elements.

The 
Zodiacke oz otherwiſecalled the circle of life, is that which ap⸗ 
the way of Sol is ſet ouerthwart andoblique amongſt 
the other poles of the woꝛld, ol the which Zodiack-the one moi 
tie dcclineth from the Equator tothe pole Artique, and the o⸗ 
ther moitie deſcendeth unto the Ancactique , and that is the 
cauſe that it is many times called the circle oblique, becauſe that

That ofthe Winter from the o⸗ 
ther Solffice, and becauſe that euerie natural thing hath a be- 
ginning middle, and end, foz thiscauſe euerie quarter of the 
Zodiacke is deuided intv ther equall s , ü by this mcanes 
all the circuit ofthe ſaid Zodiackeis diuided into twelue parts, 
that is to ſay, foꝛ as much as the Aſtronomers vſe to note the 
markes, to place in the Zodiacke the aſpects ofthe Planets, 
ko; the partes quoted 02 noted ofthe twelue numbers be ſuch, 
1.2 3-4-6. whereof the firlt lignifyeth the Contunction, the 
fecond ths aſpect Bertile, the third the aſpect Quadzature,
